In 1826, the Professors of the University 
of Maryland, appointed Mr. Pinckney Pro- 
fessor of Rhetoric and Belles-Lettres in that 
institution, but the appoiatment yielded him 
no emolumeat. In December last he took 
charge of the editorial department of the 
Marylander, in which employment he con- 
tinued untii his death. ’

added that steady, singleness of purpose 
so necessary to the attainment of excel- 
lence in any department of human know!l- 
edge, he would in time, have bé@n ranked 
among the most distinguished men of the 
age.
